The d em u rrer was filed u p on 
behalf of the cou nty cou ncil, 
which had refu sed to ap p rop ri­ 
ate salary for 1933 in p ay m ent 
of serv ices for the cou nty agent. 
Ju d ge Titsw orth cited three 
su p reme cou rt d ecisions, one ap ­ 
p ly ing to the office of a ttend ­ 
ance officer and the other two 
to cou nty agents. In all three 
instances the higher cou rt m an­ 
d ated the cou nty cou ncil to p ro­ 
v id e the p ay m ent. 
The cou rt, in his w ritten op in­ 
ion, d eclared tha t the au thority 
to abolish offices lies w ithin the 
ju risd iction of the state legisla­ 
tu re. 
Continu ing w ith his d e­ 
cision, 
Ju d ge 
Titsw orth com ­ 
m ented as follows: 
“If the Cou ncil cou ld refu se to 
ap p rop riate money for the sal­ 
ary and ex p enses of one office, 
it cou ld also d o it for any other 
office, thu s the office of Cou nty 
Treasu rer, 
Au d itor, 
Su rv ey or, 
Clerk , Sheriff, or any others 
m ight be abolished a t the will of 
the Cou nty Cou ncil. 
This, of 
cou rse, is the fu nction of the 
legislatu re alone, becau se in one 
cou nty the Cou ncil m ight abol­ 
ish certain offices and in others 
abolish certain others. 
“If a Cou nty Cou ncil cou ld 
thu s abolish Cou nty offices, the 
v ariou s Ad v isory Board s cou ld 
abolish the Township T ru stee’s 
office in each township , by re­ 
fu sing to m ak e the ap p rop ria­ 
tion for the salary and ex p ense 
of the office.

After a great deal of con sider­ 
ation the Hou se Committee on 
Agricu ltu re has worked ou t what 
is common ly kn own as the allot­ 
m en t plan . It is in ten ded solely 
as a temporary emergen cy meas­ 
u re u n til su ch time as a perma­ 
n en t program can be worked ou t 
to in clu de a readju stm en t of 
trade barriers, the makin g of 
ou r u n it of mon ey a tru e meas­ 
u re of v alu es, the refin an cin g of 
farm mortgages, a shiftin g of 
tax es th at hav e born e too heav ­ 
ily on the farm ran ch, an d a 
v ery real redu ction of ex pen ses 
in gov ern men t—n ation al, state 
an d local. 


AIMS OF BILL 
The aim of this emergen cy bill 
is to establish as a min imu m 
farm price for the commodities 
n amed, a price in the same ratio 
to the presen t gen eral commodi­ 
ty price lev el as the pre-war 
farm price related to the gen eral 
price lev el in pre-war times. In 
other words, it wou ld giv e farm 
prices today the same pu rchas­ 
in g power (measu red in terms of 
other commodities) 
th at they 
had du rin g the period of 1909 
to 1914. 
If this ratio of fair ex chan ge 
v alu e ex isted today , the price of 
w heat wou ld be 93 cen ts a bu sh­ 
el an d the price of cotton wou ld

MUST CUT PRODUCTION 
The farm er wou ld be paid with 
an “allotmen t certificate,” the 
differen ce between the n ormal 
m arket price an d the “fair ex ­ 
chan ge price.” To qu alify for 
this he wou ld hav e to show proof 
of a redu ction in his acreage—or 
produ ction —of the giv en com­ 
modity by 20 per cen t. Su ch a 
prov ision wou ld help elimin ate 
the hu ge su rplu ses th at are de­ 
pressin g farm prices. The farm ­ 
ers’ certificate allowan ces wou ld 
cov er on ly th a t part of the pro­ 
du ction goin g in to domestic con ­ 
su mption , su ch amou n ts to be 
fix ed by the departm en t of agri­ 
cu ltu re. 
Here is a simple ex ample of 
how the farm allotmen t plan 
wou ld work du rin g the in itial 
period, assu min g th at the do­ 
mestic con su mption of wheat is 


j fix ed at 7 0 per cen t of the total 
I crop:

A farm er hau ls 1000 bu shels of 
' wheat to market. The prev ailin g 
m arket price is 35 cen ts a bu sh­ 
el. He sells his wheat for th at 
price. He is giv en a gov ern men t 
certificate for the differen ce be­ 
tween th at an d 7 5 cen ts (or 40 
cen ts a bu shel) on 7 00 bu shels, 
which amou n ts to $280. Thu s, he 
wou ld receiv e $280 in addition to 
the price paid by the bu y er for 
his 1000 bu shels. This certificate 
wou ld be redeemed by the gov ­ 
ern m en t for cash, half in 30 day s 
an d half in six mon ths. 
The plan wou ld work similarly 
as to cotton an d other commodi-r 
ties stated in the bill. 
After the in itial period—when 
the n ew harv est season starts— 
the fu ll ratio prices wou ld apply . 
These ratios wou ld be calcu lated 
by the secretary of agricu ltu re, 
on 19 09 -14 farm commodity pric­ 
es correleated with in du strial* 
prices ov er the same period to 
arriv e at a parity of bu y in g pow­ 
er. 
CONSUMER PAYS MORE

A processin g fee wou ld be lev ­ 
ied by the gov ern men t on the 
m an u factu rer 
of 
these 
farm 
commodities an d this fee wou ld 
be equ al to the differen t between 
the prev ailin g farm price an d 
the pre-war ratio price. The fee 
wou ld be paid by millers, m eat 
packers, m an u factu rers of cot­ 
ton goods, etc. As soon as the 
pre-war price lev els are reached, 
the 
bill 
wou ld 
au tomatically 
cease to operate. Can an y on e de­ 
n y the fairn ess of su ch a meas­ 
u re? 
Wou ld the processor pass this 
tax on to the con su mer, thu s in ­ 
creasin g the price the con su mer 
m u st pay ? 
As a m atter of fact, there 
shou ld be v ery little addition al 
cost to the con su mer. The price 
of flou r an d the price of bread 
today are 
approx imately 
the 
same as before the war when 
wheat was sellin g for 93 cen ts a 
bu shel, in stead of 35 cen ts. Sin ce 
there are 62 loav es of bread in 
a bu shel of wheat, an in crease 
of 60 cen ts a bu shel ov er the 
presen t-day wheat price shou ld 


represen t an addition al bread 
cost of less than on e cen t a loaf. 
Hog prices are fou r cen ts per 
pou n d lower today th an in 1913, 
bu t the price of ham is actu ally 
sev en cen ts a pou n d higher. Dou ­ 
blin g the presen t price of v oile, 
which n ow sells for sev en cen ts 
a y ard, by on ly a half a cen t, 
an d the price of a cotton shirt 
which n ow, sells for $1 wou ld be 
boosted on ly two cen ts thereby . 
Raw m aterial 
costs represen t 
comparativ ely little in the prices 
of su ch fin ished produ cts. 
Ex actly the same plan is n ow 
in operation in En glan d as to 
wheat, the stan dard price bein g 
established at approx imately $1 
a bu shel, American mon ey . A re­ 
cen t issu e of the Lon don Times 
in dicates th at it is workin g sat­ 
isfactorily . 
Su rely there can be n o objec­ 
tion to this small con tribu tion to 
n ation al prosperity , especially as 
it wou ld be simply a restoration 
of the fair ex chan ge price of 
commodities.' The plan brin gs 
the prices back to the lev el where 
ev ery thin kin g person 
kn ows 
they ou ght to be.

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WHEN LONELINESS STALKS US 
A 6 5-y ear-old New Yorker, nearly blind , ou t of 
wo rk and d iscou raged , borrowed a nickel from 
an acq u aintance the other d ay to pay for a su b­ 
way rid e. The nickel the acq u aintance gav e him 
happened to be a lead slu g, bu t the old m an’s 
ey es were too d im to tell the d ifference; so he 
was stu nned when a policeman arrested him for 
dro pping it in the cash box . 
He was taken to a police station and locked u p 
for the night. The police reassu red him when he 
ex plained how it had happened , and told him 
the ju d ge wou ld u nd ou bted ly let him off, nex t 
m orning; bu t apparently w hat they said d id n’t 
com fort him m u ch — for when they came to his 
cell in the m orning they fou nd he had hanged 
him self. 
You get little stories like this ev ery so often, 
these d ay s; stories of little m isfortu nes which a f­ 
fect their v ictims ou t of all proportion to their 
real seriou sness. And back of them y ou can see 
a flood tid e of hu m an loneliness and d iscou rage­ 
m ent tha t cou ld make the angels weep. 
Being locked u p ov ernight for pu tting a lead 
slu g in a coin box isn’t, after all, an ov erwhelm­ 
ing traged y . The ord inary m an wou ld be d is­ 
m ay ed by it, irritated , mov ed either to ru efu l 
m irth or to im potent profanity ; bu t he wou ld n’t 
be pu shed along the path to su icid e. 
P u t a m ishap like tha t on the shou ld ers of a 
m an who has had nothing bu t m isfortu ne for 
m onths on end , howev er, and y ou are apt to 
cru sh him. For it is precisely su ch m inor inci­ 
d ents tha t persu ad e lu ckless, beaten men tha t 
the world is altogether too harsh and u nsy m pa­ 
thetic a place to be end u red any longer. It u n­ 
d erlines their loneliness, their isolation; and 
once a m an gets a face-to-face look at complete 
loneliness things are apt to go bad ly with him. 
Loneliness, after all, is something none of u s 
really d ares face. We spend most of ou r liv es try ­ 
ing to ru n away from it; ou r homes, ou r friend ­ 
ships, ou r play , mu ch of ou r d aily work, are all 
d efenses .against it. Once it gets on ou r heels 
we are hau nted ; and the tiniest accid ent can 
trip u s u p and d eliv er u s ov er to a panic in which 
d eath itself loses its terrors. 


WHERE SYMPATHY FALLS SHORT 
A Cincinnati bailiff had a job tha t req u ired 


him to serv e ev iction notices on those who 
cou ld n’t pay their rent. 
Day after d ay he went into the homes of v ic­ 
tim s of the d epression, presenting the slips of 
paper tha t m eant d isaster. He got $1,7 00 a y ear 
for it, which is not to be sneezed at in these 
times, and for a while it looked like a pretty fair 
job. 
Bu t the other d ay he had to serv e an ev iction 
w rit on a sick m other and her three tiny chil­ 
d ren. They had no money and no fu el and were 
cowering in bed to keep warm. So this bailiff 
d u g d own in his own pocket, paid their rent, 
bou ght them coal and some groceries — and then 
went d own to the city hall and resigned his job. 
“I d on’t w ant this job of pu tting people ou t of 
their homes any longer,” he said . “You can giv e 
this job to someone else.” 
Now most of u s hav e felt the same sort of sy m­ 
pathy tha t mov ed this chap. Some of the things 
tha t hav e happened to the u nemploy ed in the 
last y ear or so are enou gh to wring the heart. 
Bu t w hat m akes this chap u nlike the rest of u s 
is the fact tha t he finally got so fu ll of sy m pa­ 
thy tha t he had to d o som ething abou t it. 
There w asn’t m u ch tha t he cou ld d o, of cou rse. 
He pu t a little pou ltice, so to speak, on one 
wou nd among fiv e million or more. Bu t w hat he 
cou ld d o, he d id d o. He d id n’t simply rem ark 
tha t cond itions were d read fu l and let it go at 
that. 
And tha t is apt to make a reflectiv e person 
wond er why it is tha t the sy m pathy of society 
as a whole has been so u nprod u ctiv e of sim ilar 
d efinite action. We shake ou r head s ov er the 
plight of the jobless, and we giv e w hat money 
we can spare to charity ; bu t we hav en’t y et 
started any comprehensiv e program tha t wou ld 
end these ev ictions, pu t fu el in these cold stov es 
and stock these em pty shelv es with an u nfailing 
su pply of groceries.
